One of the crispest 
statements of conditions is that made in the leter 
of W. E. Johnson, agent of the Tallassee Mills at 
Tallassee, Ala. He says: 
Conditions are rapidly improving and 
business prospects for next year look 
bright. 
Those who think 
the 
southern 
— fanner is pauperized will soon realize their 
error. Farmers generally can and will hold 
their cotton. The time will soon come when 
buyers will find a hard time securing cot­ 
ton in any quantity. 
Mr. Johnson’s declaration of the 
southern 
farmer’s condition coincides with that of other 
careful observers. 
The southern 
farmer 
has 
practiced diversification since 1914. 
He is now 
to a large extent living at home on the products of 
his farm and is independent of the store. 
He is 
able to stand the loss on his cotton, if needs be, 
because he is not buying hay, corn, cowpeas, beef, 
mutton and bacon. 
The Alabama fanner has held back two-thirds 
of his cotton because he was not forced to sell in 
order to live. While he has raised quite a “rum­ 
pus” about prices, he laughed in his sleeve as he 
contemplated his full granaries and smokehouses. 
Alabama is raising from one-third to one-half 
of her cotton yield prior to 1914. Where has the 
remainder of the farm energy gone? The answer 
is the other crops enabling the farmer to hold his 
cotton for a higher price.—Birmingham Afce-Her-
